NEW YORK. Feb. 5.—In the eourse of the most severe cross- 
examination ever heard in-a New York courtroom, District At- 
torney William Travers Jerome literally tere to pieces the testi- 
mony of the first witness for the defens called this morning in the 


trial of Harry Kendall Thaw for the murder of Arehiteet Stan- 


ford White. The witness was Dr. C. C. Wiley of Pittsburg, the’ 
Thaw family physician, who was called to the stand to substan- 
tiate Thaw’s plea that he was insane when he slew the architect. 

Under direct examination by Attorney Gleason for the de- 
fense. Dr. Wiley gave it as his opinon that Thaw was suffering 
from insanity when he red the fatal shots. When the examina- 
tion was concluded the District Attorney took the ‘‘expert’” Jn 
tow. and then ensued the most remarkable griling to which a New 
York jurv has ever listened. 

Jerome tore Wilev’s testimony to shreds.- During the fearful 
cross-eXamination to which the. alienist was subjected both the — 
witness and the Distriet Attorney lost their tempers a number of 
times. but Jerome always emerged smiling with the honors on 
his side. Frequently eh made the wtness assert that he knew a 
certain thing to be a fact. and then, by a process of merciless ques- 
tionine alone verbal by-ways that apparently had no connection 
with the main route, made him admit that he did not know that 
thine to be a fact. When court finaly took a reeess until 2 p.m 
and the Court asked the District Attorney if he was through with 
the witness. Mr. Jerome answered with a smile: -“Not at all 
Your Honor. Tam just getting interested.’
